tached to some ono parly, aud disreputable 
in ft man to disobey tho mandates of tho 
majority of his parly, this feeling is tho 
main dependence of thosejihrowd managers 
who can Hud underhanded means to control 
a caucus or a convention, but who would 
navcr think of atlompliiig the task of con- 
vincing tho voteiu 
V>'horo this fooling pre- 


vails persons who are unwilling (o put their 
political freedom inlo tho hands of Tom, 
Dick and Harry st.iy away from Iho primary 
meetings and leave them to bo managed by 
tho (hreo well known parties named, aud 
the result is that Tom is Bunt to (lie legisla- 
ture where he exerts his influence to give 
Dick a fat contract, aud Harry b; mado 
eouuty sheriff. 


But when it is ivoll uudordlood that Iho 


nooiinees of tho caucus'must bo acceptable 
to tho mombera of the party at largo,wholh- 
er prceent or absent, when it is known that 
each candidate must staud or fall according 
to his own opinions and character, and cau 
not expect (o bo carried inlo oflico on the 
strength of tho regular nomination, then 
Tom will not bo nominated to the legisla- 
ture nor Harry for the shrievalty, for the 
simple reason (hat tha parly at largo would 
not voto for them, and (hoy would bo iuglo- 
riously defeated. It is thus evident that 
occasional boltiug is the ouly (hinf; that will 
keep any party pure, aud that abject obe- 
dience to tho. caucus is simply putting dic- 
tatorial powerjiuto tho hands of profession- 
al politicians, who arc seldom iw conscien- 
tious as they are cunning. 


Hut while many persons acknowledge tho 


logic of thin reasoning thoy cau uover bo 
brought to put tho thing in practice, for 
fear that it should throw victory into the 
hands of tho opposite parly. Many mou are 
so constituted or havo boon so brought up 
that thoy feel that its bottom is kept in tha 
universe only by tho ascendancy of tho parly 
to which they belong. 
Should their politi- 


cal opponents succeed once they would hard- 
ly expect the EUU lo rise with any rogularitv, 
or seed time aud harvest to come as before.

Kodgers, of Sheffield, mid which go to al 
parts of the civilized world, are forged ou 
of bars of the very best liighlj carbonated 
cast-steel, tilted to about half an inch in 
breadth, and of a thickness sufficient for the 
back of the razor. Tho Undo ia first mould- 
ed at the end of tbo porterod, nnd then 
forged, null the cclgo being brought out, th 
cbucavo surface is formed by working tbo 
side on tho rounded cdgo of the anvil; it ia 
then cut off, 
nnd the tang is cither drawn 


out from the somo material m tho blade, or if 


HUB bo of superior quality, a piece of iron ia 
welded to it. 
Tho steol used h of excellent 


quality, NO as to undergo tho beating neces- 
nary to produce tho thinner part, while tho 
back ia loft thick. 
Some of tho workmen 


aro so expert In forging the blado that they 
will produce on tho anvil an edgo so Bharp 
and oven that it can bo used for shaving 
after boiug whetted. After forging.tho blado 
is smithed, or beaten on an anvil, to render 
tlio metal as compact as possible. Tho blado 
is also slightly ground, or scorched, 
after 


the forging, on a coarse, dry grindstone, to 
bring it to tho shapo required, and remove 
the black scale, or coaling. 
Tho blade is 


next drilled for the joint, and stamped with 
the name; then hardened and tempered,and 
ground on a whetstone of from four to eight 
inches in diameter.
